| HAVE WE REACHED THE HALF-WAY MARK? 


The year 1950 is here and whether we have reach- 
ed the half-way mark of the century, or whether we 
have another year to go, is a question that has long 
been a subject for controversy. Some say that the year 
1900 was the start of a new century, and if so we have 
now completed 50 years in the 1900's. Others say that 
the year 1900 was the end of the nineteenth century 
and thus the year 1901 was the first year of the twen- 
tieth century. If this is true we must complete this year 
of 1950 before we have passed the half-way mark of 
the century. The matter is really quite confusing, but 
after all, it makes little difference as far as time is con- 
cerned. The years come and go, and no doubt will con- 
tinue to come and go long after we have departed. 

We do know, however, that writers of the past 
claimed that the nineteenth century belonged to the 
United States of America, but that the twentieth cen- 
tury would be Canada’s. So far this prediction has 
been partially true, since our population has quad- 
rupled, our trade increased many times, and our fair 
/country deemed the richest per capita in the world. We 

still have another 49 or 50 years to go in this twentieth 
| century before our claim to greatness can be complete- 
‘ly established, but from all indications we are on the 
‘right track. 

While we think in terms of greatness over the 
whole Dominion of Canada one may also pause to 
look into Alberta's future. After all, Canada cannot be 
_great unless all or most of the Provinces are great, and 
when it comes to possibilities Alberta is in the fortu- 
nate position of having the best opportunity at the 
present time of making the greatest stride in the short- 
est time. The reason is ‘‘oil’’ which is being found in 
many parts of the province, and will no doube be found 
in greater quantities within the next few years. Just 
what progress will result from this one commodity 
alone in the next 49 or 50 years is uncertain, but the 
certain part is that it will be tremendous beyond our 
present ability to visualize the results. 

Locally the first half of the century has been a 
time when the community has grown from a few houses 
to a modern town, and from present indications the 
next 49 or 50 years will see our fair community develop 
beyond the wildest dreams of the early immigrants. 

Time does not stand still, The world must make 
progress and the nations, provinces, cities and towns 
must make progress if we are to survive. Whether we 
go ahead or back depends largely on the individual, 

who in turn contributes something to his community, 
and his community to his province, and so on. If we 
as individuals can contribute something to our com- 
munity and will continue to do so, we can look forward 
to the new year and the years to come with eagerness 
and excitement, with happiness and prosperity.
